Forty-eighth—dated Warsaw, Yan. 3, 1807, states 
that Gen. Corbineau had followed the Russians 
from Pultusk, had reached Ostroviel the Ist Jan. 
and had picked up 400 Russian soldiers, several 
officers, and many baggage waggons. That the 
Russians continued to retreat ;-and the emperor 
came back to Warsaw the 2nd. That prince 
Jerome had laid Breslau in ashes, but the garri- 
son had not surrendered—that a Prussian corps 
of 8000 attempted to raise the seige, but were de- 
feated by Gen. Moutburn, with a body of Wur- 
tembergers and Bavarians, with the loss of 400 

men, 600 horses, and a convoy of provisions.

Barklay de Tolly, commanding there, found

BENNINGSEN’s LETTER, 
TO THE KING OF PRUSSIA. 

« J have the happiness most respectfully to 
acquaint your Majesty, that I have succeed- 
ed in repulsing the enemy, who yesterday 
morning attacked me on every point near 
Pultusk. The main attack was made by 
Gen. Souchet, at the head of 15,000 men, 
on my left wing, near Farmguarka, in the 
view of getting possession of that town; I 
had only 5000 men under Gen. Baggonaut, 
to oppose the enemy on that side 3 they 
mate a brave defence, until | sent a rein- 
forcement of three battalions of reserve, 
and afterwards three more under Gen. Tol- 
stoy, by which means the right wing of the 
French was totally defeated. The second 
attack, equally brisk, was made on my right 
flank, where Gen. Barkeley de Tolly was 
posted with the van-guard. The wing ex- 
tended on the road towards Stzegocyn to a 
small wood, where I had placed a covered 
battery, which the enemy attempted to turn. 
I therefore made a movement backwards 
on their right, which succeeded so well, 
that J not only frustrated the attempt of the 
enemy, but was also so fortunate as to rein- 
force Gen. Barkeley de Toily, with three 
battalions, ten squadrons, and qne battery 
to repulse the enemy; on which the ene- 
myretreated from the wood. — 

“ The attack commenced at eleven in 
the morning, and lasted until dark. From 
the relation of all the prisoners 1 was op- 
posed to Messrs. Murat, Davoust, and Lan- 
nes, With an army exceeding 50,000 men. 
‘they have lost about 5000, according to 
their own account. 

“ All my troops fought with the greatest 
bravery. The following Generals particu- 
larly distinguished themselves : Osserman, 
Tolstoy Barkéley de Tolly, Prince Dolgor- 
guky, Baggenaut, Sommoff and Sitoef of 
the Infantry, also Colonel Daviddolesky and 
Gondoff, &ec. &e. 

“ Field-Marsihal Kamenskoy departed 
from Pultusk for Ostrolenka on the morn- 
ing of the 26th of December, previous to the 
attack, and again gave the whole command 
tome, so that I had the good fortune to 
command alone.in this affair, and to beat 
the enemy. 

“ T have to lamerit that the long expect- 
ed succour of Gen. Buxhoyden had not ar- 
rived, alihough he was but two German 
miles distant, and even halted half way. I 
should otherwise have been-able to follow 
up my victory. I have further to Jament 
that the total want of provisions and for: re 
obliged me to retire with my Corps to Ro- 
zaw ; the enemy had not molested me ia my

auspicious tidings that our brave soldiers had de- 
feated the French in a masterly style, with the loss 
on th side .f che enemy of 4009 men killed, and 
6000 prisoners. ‘he particulars are as follows :— 

“ The scarcity of pravisions in the French army, 
and the hope of ending the campaign by a decisive 
blow, concurred ro induce Bonaparte to pass the 
Vistula at the head of 60 000 men. On the 23d of 
December he advanced to the out posts of General 
Benningsen’s army, where General Osterman com: 
manded. . Although Benningsen’s force wes formi- 
dable, (55,000 men,) he preferred a first the pru- 
dent alternative of retreating on the 23d, 24th, and 
25th inst. On each of these dai s.skirmishes iook 
place, but on the 26th, the two armies made a stand 
m sght of each other, ata village cailed Selim, 
which lay between them. This village Bonaparte, 
who commanded in person, set om fire, to cover his 
attack on tne Russians, whom he thus thought to 
envelope insmoke. This artifice, however, was 
son turned against himself. for Benningsen di- 
covering his intention, instantly formed his reserve 
into.a hollow square, which advanced, unperceiv- 
ed, under the sm ke of the village. This gallant 
corps marched with fixed bayonets; the Russian 
lie opened their files to let them pass through, 
and they never stopped until they reached the cen- 
're of the French. Here an obstinate conflict took 
place; bur the Russians succeeded noc only in rout- 
ing the centre of the enemy, but also turning both 
their wings, The left wing of the French being 
shaken by the Russian infantry, was entirely borne 
down 2nd dispersed by General Chaplitz, at the 
head of the cavairy, who killed 2000 men = Their 
right wing shared a similar fate from General Ko- 
zeu, atthe head of the yagers. The route of the 
French was complete Davoust, Lasnes, Bonaparte 
himself, all fied in confusion to Pultusk, which is e- 
leven miles from the scene of action, and had been 
Benningsen’s H Q. until the 23d inst. 

“ It 1s inconceivable what exultation this victory 
has caused throughout St. Petersburgh. Benning- 
sen is by birth a Hanoverian; but such is the en- 
thusiasm for Britaia in Russia, that the people per- 
sist in calling him an Englishman. Hts victory is 
very generally compared to the battle of Maida.— 
Bort of these memorable events have proved, that 
the only way of fighting the Frenchis tocharge them 
with the bayonet. 

** The Cossacks particularly signalized themselves 
in this glorious affair. Their general orders from 
Kaminskoy are, to rosh vantre a terres into the ve- 
ry heart of the French artillery, it was this ariille- 
ry which annoyed rhe Russians so dreadfully at Au- 
sterlitz ; but we trust our brave irregulars, the Cos- 
sacks and Bashkers, wil! prove an overmarch for it ; 
in which case Kaminskoy has declared he wil! an- 
swer for the success of the war, since our infantry 
is decidedly superior. 

‘* Bonaparte’s spies appear to have been as un- 
successful as his soldiers. When Kaminskoy was 
at Grodno, one of these. pre'ending to be a Prus- 
sian General, brought a Ietver, signed apparently by 
his Prussian Majesty, and requesting a confidential 
communication of the intended rouse of she Russian 
forces, The sagacious veteran instantly penetrat- 
ed the fraud. TI'wo Cossacks stripped the wretch, 
and after administering to him some salutary cor- 
rection, Kaminskoy ordered him to return to Bona- 
parte, and to show him on his back the route of the 
Russiaa army. 

** The account I have given you has been per- 
sonally confirmed by Vassilzikoff, the courier who 
was an eye witness to the action; and Usendit you 
by a messenger who is on the point of departure for 
England.”

Lonxpow, res. § —The messengers on Saturday, 
from St. Petersbergh, brought the official account 
(as in a preceding colueqa) of the bartie of the 26th 
December. It corroborates the le:ter of Benning- 
sen, as to the general resuli of the battle of Pul- 
tusk, and contains some interesting particulars of 
that brilliant exploit. That Bonapari¢ was com- 
pletely foiled on that occasion is evident, both 
from the ®ussian official report, and his own bul- 
letins, © Tt would appear,’ from the obstinacy and 
perseverance of his attacks, as if he expecied that 
the events of that’day were to terminate the cam- 
paign, and leave him the absoluie dominion of the 
whole of Poland.) Wecannot account for rhe si- 


lence of this repori, any more than that os Ben- 
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ningsen’s letter, as to the atrack made by the | 
French upon Buxhoey corps. It is narraced 
so circomstantially in thO47:h Bollerin, that it is 
scarcely possible it should not bave taken place 
and yet we should suppose that so important a 
circumstance would not be omitted in t 
of a Commander in Chief to his Sovereign. "Tis 
possible, however, that Benningsen’s corps alone 
was engaged on that day, and that the French, ia 
order to throw a veil over their dicgrace, bave in- 
tentionally magnified the nomber of the Russians. 
If this conjecture be well-founded, the Russians 
right well claim the victory, for, according to the 
Builetins, they had to comend with no less thas 
four divisions of the French army, commanded by 
Bonaparte in person.

«“ Gen. Tolstoy commands 2 corps of 15,000 
men at Siesic; Gea- Bazonau ts ted at the little 
village of Murtinky, on the Omulcio, across which 
river he has established a bri¢ge ; General Tolly 
commands the advance Af the left wing of the ar- 
my at Siclus.; the rear, with General Osterman, 
has fallen back upon the strong pesition of Kolo, 
and the other c rps of the army, wonder the ordere 
of Prince Dogorousky, Gen. Simdoff, ke. occupy 
Wizna, Bailstock; _Mazow. &c. General Buxhoev- 
den’s division occupies Novigred, Clink?, Lomza,&c. 

*“ The whole of the army is thus concentrated 
within the circuit of a few miles, notwirhstanaing 
the dificul:y to provide provisions and forage; and 
it is hence obvious that Gen. KRamenskoy ts derer- 
mined to resume offensive cperations the moment 
he is in a condition todoso. The Russian army is 
impatient to meet the enemy—nothing can sur 
their enthusiasm and confidence. General Sitof, 
previous co the affair of Framgurkaw, read, at-the 
head of his detachmeut, one of the French Bolle- 
tins, containing scurrilous reflections on thé Russian | 
army, on which the soldiers, in tumultuous indig- 
nation, exclaimed, ‘* Lead us on, and we will pun- 
ish our calumniators.”’ Ai ; 

« A strong Prussian corps has teken possession 
of the deGles of Nikosaiken. 

‘© The French division, under Ney, has fallen 
back eehind the Dribentz; and a corpgof about 
300 men, which had pushed beyond Osterodo, was 
surrounded by 2 Prussian regiment at Deutich Ey- 
lau, and cut to pieces.”
